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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response received on November 1 5, 2004 has been fully considered 
and entered, but the arguments are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,2 and 5-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Scharzmann et al. (US Patent no. 6650703) in view of Clinch (art provided in PCT 
prior art search) for the same reasons as previously set forth in the last office action 
mailed on August 12* 2004, paper no. 5. 

Regarding the claims above, the applicant argues that claim 1 recites recording of a 
second complete image that, as seen in the instant specification, is offset from the first 
complete image, and that the second image is recorded and transferred to the second 
coding element. The examiner respectfully disagrees because such limitations are 
disclosed in col. 9, lines 4-22, and also in col. 5, lines 5-12. 
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The applicant further argues that Scharznnann does not disclose the first connplete 
image and the partial image, plus the position data for the partial image that is outputted 
to a decoder. The examiner respectfully disagrees since in col. 9, lines 12-19 and in 
col. 1 1 , lines 23-30, these limitations are clearly disclosed. 

The applicant further argues that the prior art 703 discloses transferring a series of 
partial images to the monitor while method of the instant "invention" (application) 
comprises "the transfer of a series of joined complete images to the output monitor 
which includes the offset portion of the newest image with the common portion of the 
previous image". While the examiner understands the difference that the applicant is 
drawing, the interpretation of the prior art leads to the same result. In fact figs. 2 and 3 
show the offsetting. In addition, col. 9, lines 4-44, clearly discloses the claimed 
''transferrin^'. 

The applicant further argues that Clinch differs from both the present invention and that 
of the 703 patent in that Clinch discloses two buffers. The applicant states that the 
second buffer unit receives a new partial image from a moving camera and places the 
new partial image at the leading edge of the received image while simultaneously 
sending the trailing edge image to the first buffer. While the examiner understands the 
applicant's concern, it should be noted that fig. 2 of Clinch shows 1 display connected to 
the buffers. In addition, Clinch notes providing contiguous images on page 4, lines 1- 
20. 
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As per claims 3 and 4, these claims remain objected, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including the limitations of the base claim.
